Likud ‘will balk’

| Baram: Labour must 


change its leadership ἡ

Labour Party Secretary-General 
Uzi Baram, characteristically 
straightforward, readily concedes 
that Labour will have to change its 
leadership before the next election. 

“There's no doubt that a change 
of personalities must take place,” he 
says. “It may not happen immedi- 
ately, but it will happen before the 
next election. 1 think we'll know 
more in a week or two about wheth- 
er it will happen in the short term.” 

The 51-year-old Baram, an MK 
since 1977 and Labour secretary- 
general since 1984, is something of a 
contradiction. Though a lifetime 
politician, he has been largely 
Spared the stigma associated with 
party apparatchiks. Throughout his 
rapid-fire speech, each word seems 
carefully measured. And he man- 
ages to appear both worid-weary 
and truly optimistic at the same 
time. 

Like others in the party, Baram 
now speaks of the need for a general 
reassessment within the Labour 
framework. He wants to restructure 
Kupat Holim, and he is willing to 
consider selling the Hevrat Ovdim 
companies. ἕ 

And he is critical of the way the 
election campaign was run: “There 
are things that might have been cor- 
rected. I think it was a mistake to 
build the entire campaign on Peres. 
It was a mistake not to explain the 
condition of Koor and Hevrat Ov- 
dim. The answers exist, but we tried 
to suppress the issue, even after the 
Likud turned it into an important 
part of their campaign.” 

But, unlike many in his party, 
Baram is not apocalyptic about the 
result of the elections. In the clouds 
of electoral disaster, he even man- 
ages to find more than one silver 
lining. 

“Look, the elections could not 
have come at a worse time for La- 
bour. The situation was that Shamir 
had been the prime minister for two 
years, and had been in constant con- 
flict with Peres. There was a steady 
attempt to delegitimize Peres for ad- 
vocating an international confer- 
ence. Along comes the intifada and 
awakens’ dormant inclinations to- 
wards extremism and racism among, 
many in the population. And to top 
it off, Likud constantly attacks our 
soft under-belly -- the Histadrut 
companies. These factors could 


have demolished Labour, and the 
fact is they did not.” 

Furthermore. Baram is well 
aware of the demographic tends 
that work against Labour. He knows 
that the majority of new voters in 
each election vote for the right: that 
the percentage of Sephardim in the 
electorate, who provide Likud with 
roughly 70 per cent of its support. is 
steadily increasing and is now a ma- 
jority; that the haredim are the fast- 
est-growing segment of the popula- 
tion, and are becoming increasingly 
politicized. 

Baram is the father of the “de- 
mocratization™ process intended 
partially to resolve these problems 
by opening Labour's doors to local 
leaders such as Sderot's Amir Per- 
εἴς, Ashkelon’s Eli Dayan. and the 
“neighbourhoods” “ Et Ben-Mena- 
hem. The “new faces,” were expect- 
ed to help Labour re-establish a dia- 
logue with the Sephardi Israelis, 
especially in development towns 
where Labour has been badly bat- 
tered in recent elections. This did 
not h: n. 

But Baram maintains that “‘the 
new faces did not fail. They enabled 
many who in the past could not have 
voted for us to do so in this election. 
But those who expected all of Ash- 
kelon to vote for us because Eli 
Dayan was on our list were deluding 
themselves. The new faces are a pre- 
requisite for our re-establishing our- 
selves among segments of the popu- 
lation in which we have done 
poorly. But to have a national effect 
they must be seen as national lead- 
ers; this will take a few years. 

He contends that “Labour has to 
fight for every mandate past 30. We 
have preserved our {overall parlia- 
mentary] strength of 44 mandates or 
so. Considering the factors I out- 
lined, this is no small accomplish- 
ment.” Therefore, he maintains, 
this election proved the negative de- 
mographic trends are “not irrevers- 
ible.” 

He finds consolation in the fact 
that 1988 was the first time that La- 
bour’s vote among soldiers did not 
decrease. And most importantly, he 
sees an increasing chance that the 
Labour Party may pry some of the 
religious parties away from the 
right-wing bloc. - 

“The Likud is also steadily losing 
votes, and they're losing them to the 
haredi parties. Now, if the haredim

Mifal Hapayis, with its income of 
millions of shekels for distribution 
to worthy institutions, is not only a 
position of power from which to de- 
cide how the money is to be allocat- 
ed, It can also provide jobs for the 
party faithful. 

But observers, religious and non- 
religious alike, wondered how it was 
possible for an ultra-Orthodox party 
to be directly associated with an in- 
Stitution which operates a game of 
chance. 

Scholars note that according to 
the Talmud (Sanhedrin 3:3 and 
Rosh Hashana 1:8), one who makes 
his livelihood from gambling is 
barred from serving as a witness in a 
rabbinical court and that in medi- 
eval times, gambling was regarded 
as a source of misfortune, pestilence 
and disaster.

At the time, the source said, the 
tabbis ruled that, contrary to a game 
of dice or cards, in which the player 
believes that he can win, the pur- 
chaser of a Mifal Hapayis ticket 
knows that his chances of winning 
are slim. Nevertheless, he gives his 
money willingly. Moreover, the in- 
junctions against a gambler are di- 
rected against one who himself en- 
gages in a game of chance. 


Finally. even if-it-were true that 
gambling in the form of Mifal Ha- 
payis was forbidden, or even 
frowned upon, it would not neces- 
sarily follow that one was forbidden 
from utilizing the money gained asa 
result. In fact, the source added, it is 
not forbidden to benefit from mon- 
ey made in gambling. 


However, the source added, there 
is another problem which the Aguda 
must face: Mifal Hapayis funds are 
distributed to a wide range of insti- 
tutions, including schools, hospitals 
and sports facilities, and in some of 
them, activities take place which are 
contrary to halacha. 


The problem of Mifal Hapayis is, 
thus, the problem of any ultra-Or- 
thodox party participating to any de- 
gree in a secular government. In 
almost every area, detisions must be 
made and responsibility taken for 
the non-Jewish and non-religious 
parts of the population and for un- 
dertakings which are not in keeping 
with Jewish law.

are to be seen as an eternal part of 
the right then we are doomed to the 
opposition forever. But I don't think 
this is so, for two reasons.” 

“Firstly, a large part of the non- 
Lubavitch rabbis hold moderate po- 
litical views...Shas may well have 
gone with us if we were the larger 
party. The second factor, and in my 
opinion the main factor. is that the 
rabbis don’t want half the people to 
hate them and, in their view, “incite” 
against the religious population.

But in the current circumstances, 
he says, it was impossible for La- 
bour to grant the haredim the *“Who 
is a Jew” amendment they demand- 
ed, and this was the factor that even- 
tually turned the tide against La- 
bour.

Such an alliance between Labour 
and one or more religious parties is 
a prerequisite for a future Labour 
government, he says, because “our 
country is not yet ready to legitimize 
the. Arab parties, and therefore we 
could not form a government depen- 
dent on them.” 

Because of the flirt with the hare- 
dim, Baram is very concerned that 
Labour may have lost much of its 
ability to lead the fight against “reli- 
gious coereion” because of the per- 
ception among the public that it was 
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willing to give the haredim as much 
as Likud. At the same time, howev- 
er, he harbours considerable resent- 
ment against American Jews who 
“reduce the volume of their com- 
plaints by 80 per cent when they 
cross the ocean” and have proved 
“unable to face down Likud prime 
ministers” on matters of priaciple. 


The Labour Party is presently di- 
vided into two very distinct groups 
over whether or not to eventually 
enter a Likud government. While 
most agree that Labour should not 
enter a government in which its min- 
imal terms — parity of ministries with 
the Likud and major portfolios for 
Rabin and Peres - arc not met, 
there is disagreement on what to do 
if they are.

JOHANNESBURG (Reuter) - 
U.S. evangelist Pat Robertson said 
yesterday that President P.W. Bo- 
tha had indicated to him that black 
nationalist leader Nelson Mandela 
will not return to prison after he 
recovers from his present illness. 

Instead, the leader of the out- 
lawed African National Congress 
guerrilla group would be “‘placed in 
some other environment.” Robert- 
son told reporters after seeing the 
South African leader. 

Botha did not say if Mandela 
would be freed, added Robertson, 
who unsuccessfully sought the Re- 
publican Party nomination for this 
month's U.S. presidential election. 

Mandela, the 70-year-old interna- 
tionally recognized symbol of black 
anti-apartheid resistance, was 
moved from Cape Town's Polls- 
moor Prison to hospital in August 
for treatment of tuberculosis. He is 
now in an exclusive clinic under 
heavy police guard. 

The move from Pollsmoor re- 


vived speculation that Seuth Africa 
might free him soon, but no decision 
has been announced. Robertson 
said Botha expressed fears that 
Mandela might be assassinated if he 
were freed. 

Analysts say Pretoria may order ἃ 
so-called phased release of Mandele 
in which restrictions on him would 
be slowly lifted.

Pretoria hangs 5 convicts 


JOHANNESBURG (AP) - Five 
convicted murderers were hanged 
yesterday. but the government

Justice 
Minister Kobie Coetsee granted an 
indefinite stay to Paul Setlaba, 23, a 
few hours before he was scheduled 
to hang at daybreak. 

On Wednesday, President P.W. 
Botha granted clemency to 13 death 
row prisoners, including four white 
policemen and the group of five 
black men and one woman known as 
the Sharpeville Six. 


The decision was welcomed in 
Washington and other foreign capi- 
tals where government leaders had 
joined a worldwide campaign seek- 
Ing clemency for the six. 


Both Setlaba and the Sharpeville 
Six were convicted under the doc- 
trine of common purpase, which 
held them responsible as active par- 
ticipants in mobs that committed 
murder during pclitical unrest. 


The five men hanged at Pretoria 
Central Prison - three of mixed-race 
and two blacks -- were convicted in 
non-political cases. Su far this year, 
115 people, including three whites. 
have been hanged in South Africa. 
Botha had granted reprieves ta 44 
death row prisoners, but more than 
200 others still face execution, 

Anglican Archbishop Desmund 
Tutu welcomed Butha’s clemency 
announcement. but added: “One 
would hope that all the peaple on 
death row would be repnesed. be- 
cause,I and my church don't helieve 
in capital punishment."

‘Post’ reporters on three aspects of the critical Who's a Jew issue 


The American ‘revolution’

“UNPRECEDENTED” is an over- 
used word in journalism. But, in 
describing the reaction of American 
Jews to the prospect of a change in 
the Law of Return, no other word is 
even remotely appropriate. 

The first sign that something out 
of the ordinary was happening came 
last week at the General Assembly 
(GA) of the Council of Jewish Fed- 
erations in New Orleans. 

Federation and fund-raising Jead- 
rs are normally very hesitant to talk 
about American Jews’ dissatisfac- 
tion with Israel or their reluctance to 
make donations to the annual feder- 
ation/United Jewish ΑἹ cam- 
paign. But at the GA, in front of 
3,000 people and the news media, 
one leader after another stood up 
and talked openly, with anguish, of 
“big givers" who are holding up 
their contributions in order to see if 
the dreaded amendment on “Who is 
a Jew” will be part of the coalition 
deal 


At other times, such threats and 
protests would be spoken about in 
hushed tones in the corridors. Not 


now. American Jews who don't 
know the difference between Shas 
and Agudat Yisrael, or between the 
Law of Return and the Rabbinical 
Courts Law, have reacted with a 
spontaneous outcry at the prospect 
of — as they see it -- becoming disen- 
franchised as Jews. 

The national leaders of the CIF 
and UJA had first tried to play down 
the urgency of the matter, but found 
that they were overwhelmed at the 
GA by a sudden rebellion in the 
ranks, 

Shoshana Cardin, former presi- 
dent of the CJF and head of its 
committee on Who is a Jew, admit- 
ted this week that “only at the GA 
did we recognize the intensity of the 
emotion on this issue and the extent 
of the disaffection” from Israel. 

The uproar “from below” was 
spontaneous even within the Re- 
form movement, which has always 
been sensitive to sudden shifts in the 
Israeli political climate regarding 
Who is a Jew. 

“Our people were out there 
ahead of us,” observed Reform 
leader AI Vorspan, a senior official 
of the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations. “People have start- 
ed to take action on their own, like 
cancelling fund-raising events for Is- 
rael at their synagogues. 


“This is the first time that Ameri- 
can Jews are not making excuses for 
Istae}. Usually...most Jews here will 
stress that you have to understand 
the mitigating circumstances, that 
you have to see what Israel does in 
context. Now nobody gives a damn 
about context. Everybody is saying 
what they feel,” said Vorspan. 

“This is not like the Lebanon 
War. On this issue, masses of Jews 
feel personally offended and out- 
raged, and they are questioning 
their basic connection to Israel. 
Nothing since the Six Day War has 
got to the kishkes of every Jew like 
this issue.” 


THE ATTENTION given to Who is 
a Jew in the American media is also 
extraordinary, especially given the 
complexities of the issue. Suddenly, 
newspapers from The New York 
Times to The New Orleans Times- 
Picayune are treating their readers 
to expositions about Halacha and 
Israeli law — and on the front page. 
Suddenly, Who is a Jew is daily fare 
on the evening network news. 


The New York Post, which usually 
tefrains from any criticism of Israel, 
has published a scathing editorial on 
Israel entitled “Democracy vs. The- 
ocracy,” while other papers around 


the country are taking a stand on

Signs of non-Jewish interest in the 
subject have also come from Capitol 
Hill. Three Congressmen from New

What 
will happen, they ask with trepida- 
tion, when Congressmen take the 
floor to question the $4billion aid 
package to Israel because their Jew- 
ish constituents are alienated over 
Who is a Jew? 

Another new response to the tur- 
moil over this issue has come from 
the Reform and Conservative move- 
ments, which usually confine their 
Teactions to statements aimed at Is- 
rael’s political parties.

IF SOME ORTHODOX Jews are 
concerned that people converted to 
Judaism by Reform and Conserva- 
tive rabbis are accepted as Jews un- 
der the Law of Return, others are 
just as concerned, albeit in a far less 
public manner, with what they view 
as irregularities in the conversions 
performed in Israel with the approv- 
al of the Chief Rabbinate. 

The Chief Rabbinate authorizes 
and certifies conversions, but does 
not itself carry out conversions. 
That is done by a variety of rabbini- 
cal bodies and institutions. 

According to the Shulhan Aruch, 
the authoritative code of Jewish law 
compiled by Rabbi Yosef Caro in 
the 16th century, a male convert 
πιυξὲ itual circumcision or, 


. Bloodletting and ritual immersion in 
a mikva and must “accept the yoke 
of the mitzvot” — that is, undertake 
to live by Tora law. The precise 
manner and extent of this undertak- 
ing is open to interpretation, even 
among Orthodox rabbis. 


SOMEONE who has long been in- 
volved in the conversion process de- 
scribed the situation as total confu- 
sion. This person, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, said that it 
was quite possible for one body of 
rabbis to reject a would-be convert, 
and for another to accept the same 


person. 

The official Rabbinate bodies, he 
said, are in addition to the various 
Haredi rabbinical courts that also 
carry out conversions, but whose de- 
cisions are not automatically accept- 
ed by the Chief Rabbinate. 

Rabbi Shlomo Goren first began 
to carry out conversions outside the 
framework of the rabbinical courts, 
by performing conversions in the 
IDF when he was chief chaplain. 
When he became Ashkenazi chief 
rabbi of Tel Aviv, he continued to 
authorize conversions, a power that 
until then had not been arrogated by 
ἃ locality rabbinate. 

Later, when he became national 
Ashkenazi chief rabbi and Rabbi 
Ovadiah Yosef became Sephardi 
chief rabbi, the latter also began to 
carry out conversions. 

In a.recent interview with The 


Jerusalem Post, Yosef said that lo- 
cality rabbis, who could be subject- 
ed to local pressures, ought not car- 
Ty out conversions. 

At the time, Goren appointed a 
series of ‘field courts” to deal solely 
with conversions, in Kiryat Samona 
and Kfar Sava; the latter was discon- 
tinued. The rabbis sitting in these 
courts are not recognized as 
dayanim whose ruling is final, and 
the conversion documents are 
signed by the national Chief 
Rabbinate. 


he or she resides. In fact, would-be 
converts can and do simultaneous! 
apply to all the various bodies - 
ing with conversion and see which 
the easiest course of action. 

There is an official form, which 
contains a long list of questions. But 
in fact, the crucial question is at the 
very bottom, tucked away in the 
corner, under the innocuous head- 
ing: ‘‘Reasons for wishing to 
vonvert.” ; 

If the applicant mentions what in 
most cases is the real reason, a de- 
sire to a Jew, he is in for many 
months of trouble and frustration. 

There are many pious, observant 
and sincere people who volunteer 
their time to help the proselyte in 
Preparing for conversion. Do they 
have to tell the applicant to lie? 

Not really, said the source. It is 
simply a matter of stressing some 
aspects. Many of those wishing to 
become Jews, the source said, have 
complex motives, sometimes con- 
nected with the Holocaust, which 
the members of the rabbinical court 
would not understand. 

Once an application has been sub- 
mitted, the rabbinical] court can help 
the applicant obtain a visa for the 
time needed to study. Sometimes 
the applicant is also given a work 
permit. 

OF THE HUNDREDS of persons 
who convert every year, the “irregu- 
lars” are handled by the conversion 
ulpan, which is under Goren’s pa- 
tronage. The study programme, 
which operates out of a modest of- 
fice in Tel Aviv, has many spouses 
of kibbutz members attending its 
classes. In fact, when dealing with a 
mixed couple, the ulpan insists that 
the Jewish parmer participate in 


some parts of the course. 

But the source, familiar with all 
the different channels of the conver- 
sion process, said that he would ad- 
vise applicants to stay away from the 
conversion ulpan. The problem, he 
said, is that every applicant must be 
approved personally by Goren, who 
keeps his reasons for approval or 
tejection to himself, and against 
whose decisions there is no appeal. 
In a regular rabbinical court, there is 
always the Rabbinical Court of Ap- 
peals to which the applicant may 
apply if his or her application is re- 
jected.

For example, he explained, it 
should not be necessary to engage a 
lawyer for conversion; a lawyer 
should be necessary only for litiga- 
tion. In some rabbinical courts, 
however, even the conversion pro- 
is made smoother by a lawyer's 
influence. : 


SOME OF those who come before 
the Israeli rabbinical courts are Re- 
form and Conservative converts 
who wish to regularize their position 
in Israel. Even if they are permitted 
to remain in Israel as Jews, they 
know that they will have difficulty 
getting married in Israel, and the 
children of a woman who is a Con- 
servative or Reform convert will not 
be considered Jews by the rabbinical 
courts. Though, some say, the fact a 

n “had imagined himself to be 
Jewish and had lived as a Jew" could 
be taken into consideration. 

But it was never easy. Many 
dayanim, the source said, especially 
the younger ones, who had been

_ Thirty years of controversy — 


Benny Morris 


THE CONTROVERSY over “Who is a Jew?” 
— the potential major pitfall of the emerging 
Likud-retigious parties’ coalition -- is of 30 
years’ duration, first erupting on to the political 
scene in 1958. 

During the first decade of the state’s exis- 
tence, the Israeli rabbinical authorities tended 
towards leniency in matters of Jewishness and 
conversion. Indeed, (Orthodox) rabbinical 
courts abroad were more severe than their Is- 
raeli counterparts when it came to approving 
conversions; some would-be Reform converts, 
denied by Diaspora rabbinical courts, travelled 
to Israel to obtain their wish. 

Three laws governed procedures: (1) The 
1950 Law of Return, granting every Jew in the 
world the automatic right to immigrate to Isra- 
el; (2) the 1952 Citizenship Law, automatically 
granting Israeli citizenship to all Jewish immi- 


grants under the Law of Return; (3) and the, 


Rabbinical Courts Law, giving the religious au- 
thorities in Israel a monopoly over marriage and 
divorce. 

According to Dr. Moshe Samet, the Hebrew 
University sociologist who is the leading Israeli 
expert on the subject, rabbinical attitudes in 
Israel hardened as a result of pressure from the 
Orthodox abroad, the upsurge of local funda- 
mentalism and the wave of immigration from 
Eastern Europe in 1956 that included many 
mixed couples. 

In June 1958, the National Religious Party 
withdrew from the government after a major 
set-to over “Who is a Jew?” The issue erupted 
in late 1957 when an NRP man, the head of the 
registration department in the Interior Ministry, 
decided that an immigrant’s self-description as a 
“Jew” would henceforward be insufficient to 
merit him the designation and instructed his 
officials accordingly. 

In response, Attorney General Haim Cohen 
and Interior Minister Israel Bar-Yehuda (Ah- 
dut Ha'avodah) in March 1958 the 
old guidelirie, that an immigrant’s declaration in 
good faith of Jewishness would be sufficient. A 
person's subjective feeling of Jewishness rather 
than the halacha was enough to make him Jew- 
ish. The NRP, unmollified by 
conciliatory efforts, withdrew from the 


TO STILL THE STORM, Ben-Gurion called a 
meeting of 50 rabbis and intellectuals, subse- 
quently known as “the Sages of Israel.” The 
bulk of the Sages were known to be observant 
Jews. According to Samet, who summarized the 
controversy in his pamphlet ‘“Who is a Jew?” 
(which has recently been issued by Hemdat, an 
Israeli body leading the struggle against the 
proposed amendment to the Law of Return and 


religious coercion in general), 37 of the Sages 
supported the NRP’s stand. In July 1959, Ben- 
Gurion ordered the cancellation of the Cohen- 
Bar-Yehuda guidelines, clearing the way for the 
NRP’s return to the government. 

The new cabinet, put together at the end of 
1959, included the NRP’s Haim Moshe Shapira 
as Minister of Interior. In January 1960, he 
issued new guidelies setting down that only 
those with (proven) Jewish mothers or who had 
been converted according to the halacha (mean- 
ing circumcision, ritual immersion and accep- 
tance of all commandments and rites) would be 
registered as Jews. Moreover, the NRP was 
promised that legislation would be passed con- 
verting the Interior Ministry guidelines into the 
law of the land. 

But public opinion forced repeated delays in 
the passage of the law, which got stuck in com- 
mittee. Meanwhile, the Shalit case threw 2 

in the orthodox works. Binyamin Sha- 
lit, a major in the navy, was married to a gentile 
who refused to convert. He requested the Inte- 
rior Ministry to register his children as Jews... 
The ministry refused. Shalit petitioned the High 
Court of Justice, arguing that ministry officials 
had no right to decide who was a Jew. In 1970 
the High Court raled, by five votes to four, in 
favour of Shalit. 

The NRP again threatened to leave the gov- 
ernment. A compromise was found: that chil- 
dren of non-Jewish mothers would not be regis- 
tered as Jews but that non-Jewish spouses and 
children of Jewish immigrants would benefit 
from the Law of Retum without having to un- 
dergo conversion (finessing the problem of non- 
Orthodox conversions). The Law of Return was 
thus amended. 

The NRP still sought the addition of the 
words “according to the halacha™ in defining 
Jews in the Law of Return. But in light of the 
massive non-religious opposition, it made do 
with demanding the change of the law to stipu- 
Tate the necessity for approval of conversions 
“by the authorized religious body -- the Chief 
Rabbinate of Israel."" Simultaneously, the Chief 
Rabbinical Council of Israel ruled that conver- 
sion not according to the halacha, whether in 
Israel or abroad, was invalid. 

From 1972 until the spring of 1977, attempts 
were made almost annually to redress the situa- . 
tion in favour of the desires of the Orthodox by 
introducing various legislative proposals, none 
of which in practice achieved the purpose.

His election campaign, which per- 
haps started as early as May 
1987, went against the grain of the 
Israeli some analysts be- 
lieve.

Peres is holding off some of his 
ministers, who appear to have be- 
come emotionally attached to their 
government Volvos. He is not only 
bargaining harder than they are; he 
also finds the idea of joining a gov- 
ernment led by Yitzhak Shamir gen- 
uinely distasteful. 

He has good reason for driving 
what he hopes will appear to be a 
hard bargain with the Likud: if and 
when he decides to bring an agree- 
ment with Likud to Labour's Cen- 
tral Committee, he must be sure it 
will pass. A third of the committee 
will vote against a deal with Likud, 
no matter how lucrative, just be- 
cause of the election results. 

If Peres fails to swing a majority 
to his side, not only will Labour 
have to start thinking wistfully about 
the pleasures of parliamentary po- 
lemics, but he himself will have to 
resign much earlier than he now 
plans.

In his 
single-minded determination to pur- 
sue his own agenda, he failed to 
meet many of his responsibilities as 
Labour Party leader. He allowed his 
party to drift listiessly. He refused to 
confront Histadrut Secretary-Gen- 
eral Yisrael Kessar, whose objec- 
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tions to real reforms turned the bur- 
den of Histadrut industries into an 
unbearable yoke. And — perhaps 
most damaging of all — he continally 
misread and underestimated Sha- 
mir, allowing him not only to scuttle 
his grand schemes for peace, but to 
oii the next prime minister a5 
well, 

Peres is unfazed by the claim that 
this month’s elections were his 
fourth straight defeat. He disagrees. 
In 1977, he says. he took controf of 
the party only three weeks before 
the elections, too late for him to do 
anything. In 1981, the party actually 
staged 3 resounding comeback; but 
unfortunately, the new romance be- 
tween the religious and the Likud 
turned out to be more than a passing 


thing: 

1984 was the real shocker:after 
Lebanon and the inflation, Labour 
actually went down by three seats. 
But this was quickly overtumed in 
some deft post- election maneuver- 
ing and was transformed into a vi- 
brant, achievement-filled two years 
during Peres's premiership. 

Even 1988, they will tell you, was 
not a defeat. Likud and Labour 
came out even; and who could have 
known about the haredim, not τὸ 
mention the Arabs, who didn't ex- 
actly live up to expectations?. 

Look at Begin. look at Mitter- 
rand, Peres supporters say: they led 
their party over and over again, un- 


til they succeeded. 


Peres is genuinely and intensely 
hated by many of his political rivals, 
to a degree worthy of a learned so- 
ciological or psychological study. 
He is not loved by his colleagues 
either; but he commands a lot of 
respect and admiration. 

Peres supporters deny the “con- 
niver” half of Rabin's clinging 
phrase, but they do not argue with 
the “indefatigable” part of it. As 
their immediate post-election 
bloodlust recedes, many in Labour 
are again looking around and realiz- 
ing that, for the time being, bis shor- 
comings notwithstanding. Peres is 
still the best they've got. 

The old and worn adage of Mark 
Twain is once again appropria- 
te.The reports of Peres's political 
death are somewhat exaggerated. 
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Last week two scandals blighted the already marred image of Israeli public life.

THERE is one thing that the coalition wheel- 
ing and dealing, especially since the investi- 
ture of Yitzhak Shamir with the role of cabi- 
net-maker, has lett little doubt about. That is, 
that any attempt to run the country smoothly 
and peacefully during the next four years on 
the basis of the last Knesset election results is 
doomed to failure. For. no presently conceiv- 
able combination of political forces will enjoy 
the minimal legitimacy needed for either 
maintaining stability or assuring progress, let 
alone for both. 

The only rational way out of the impasse 
would lie in a limited-duration coalition of the 


two major parties which, commanding 79° 


Knesset seats, could in short order revise the 
country’s electoral system: and. once it had 
done so, hold new elections. The new system 
would not rest on single-member constituen- 
cies. so there is no possibility that it would 
produce absolute parliamentary majorities for 
either the Alignment or the Likud. It would, 
however, make possible clear-cut popular 
choices, and cabinet-making without tears. 

An historic opportunity to effect such a 
change, effective in the next election, was 
skipped shortly before the dissolution of the 
last Knesset. The skipping was done at the 
behest of Yitzhak Shamir. The prime minister 
did not wish to antagonize the small religious 
factions whose support the Likud would again 
need in order to set up a government. Mr. 
Shamir could not have imagined the degree of 
dependence on these mostly ultra-Orthodox 
parties, not to speak of the ultra-nationalist 
groups, he would bring upon himself. 

Now he knows what the price of perpetuat- 
ing the present system is, and he is apparently 
eager to season an unsavoury alliance with the 
ultras with a dash of Alignment temperance. 
But that, too, carries a price, which Mr. Sha- 
mir is, at least for the moment, unwilling to 
pay. If the leader of the Likud is persuaded 
that his own conception of Israel's destiny 
Tepresents the national will better than Shi- 
mon Peres's, he should draw the conse- 
quences. And so should Mi. Peres. 

While the major-party leaders wait, and the 
wheeling and dealing continues, Israeli de- 
mocracy is being cruelly twisted out of shape 
by anti-democratic forces from inside.

Yesterday a haredi weekly reported a fresh, 
or perhaps not so fresh, ultra-Orthodox meth- 
od of ducking the minimal obligations of par- 
liamentary democracy while. using its machin- 
ery to narrow theocratic ends. A Knesset 
member's first duty. when a new parliament is 
called into session, is to pledge allegiance to 
the state and to its laws. Last Tuesday, Rabbi 
Moshe Gafny, No. 2 on the Degel Hatora list, 
did so and thus became a fully fledged Knesset 
member. In so doing, however, he placed 
himself on the horns of a religious dilemma. 

Israel is still a state of law, not halacha. Did 
Rabbi Gafny, by pledging allegiance, under- 
take to follow the dictates of the (civil) law 
even when they clashed with the provisions of 
halacha? Agudat Yisrael deputy Rabbi Mena- 
hem Porush is on record as simply refusing, in 
such a case, to recognize a duty to obey the 
law. Rabbi Gafny, it is reported, this week 
took care to secure what he must consider a 
formal legitimation for such refusal by obtain- 
ing. from three fellow rabbis. a “release” 
from his secular Knesset “vow.” 

In the last Knesset, Meir Kahane caused 
quite a to-do with his attempt to biblicize, as it 
were, the pledge of allegiance, and this past 
Tuesday a group of left-wing Knesset mem- 
bers created a pandemonium with a faintly 
similar, and immediately frustrated, attempt 
to flout procedure. It remains to be seen 
whether Rabbi Gafny, now that his own caper 
has been publicized, will be invited to decide 
which Jewish-Israeli sovereignty he is bound 
by, the divine or the democratic. 

The seemingly trifling ixicident is a warning 
sign. A haredi-dependent coalition, whether 
of the right or of the left, is certain to give free 
rein to a small power-balancing group of anti- 
Zionist parties to systematically stamp all Isra- 
el, which they view as essentially another Ga- 
fut, in their own image, and in the process to 
burn the bridges linking the enlightened 
“state of the entire Jewish People” with the 
bulk of Diaspora Jewry. 

Outside of another government of political 
paralysis jointly presided over by the Likud 
and the Alignment the only altemative to that 
dread prospect is a transitional bi-partisan 
government which would dedicate itself to 
achieving electoral reform now.

NOTHING IN our region is too im- 
probable to be true. Israeli leaders. 
the Israeli press, American Jewish 
supporters of Israel, and some cele- 
brated columnists are justly castigat- 
ing the Palestinian jeadership for 
not being sufficiently emphatic in 
supporting Resolution 242. All of 
them have overlooked the awkward 
fact that the Israeli government does 
not support it at all. We are recom- 
mending strong medicine for others 
while refusing to swallow any of it 
ourselves. 

Mr. Shamir has never allowed any 


mention of 242 to pass his lips ex- - 


cept in tones of rejection. Com- 
pared with Mr. Shamir, the Pates- 
tine National Council is almost a 
devotee of 242. Resolutions 242 and 
338 are at least mentioned in the 
PNC statement: there is no trace of 
them whatever in the Israeli coali- 
tion agreement because the Likud 
negotiators in 1984 resisted the La- 
bour proposal to include 242 as one 
of the sources of Israeli governmen- 
tal policy. - " 

During Secretary of State Shultz’s 
visit to this area last September, Mr. 
Shamir told him that 242 is not ap- 
plicable to a negotiation with the 
Jordanians and Palestinians, be- 
cause the resolution was “exhaust- 
ed” by the withdrawal from Sinai 
(which also would never have taken 
place if Mr. Shamir had been prime 
minister in 1977). This prime minis- 
terial rejection of 242 led to the 
collapse of the Shultz initiative and 
contributed to the disengagement of 
King Hussein from the peace pro- 
cess. While some governments have 
not explicitly endorsed 242, Mr. 
Shamir is the only prime minister in 
the world who has actually tumed it 
down. 


It is true that the Camp David 
agreement, which Mr. Shamir pre- 
tends to accept, specifically binds 
Israel to negotiate with Jordan and 
the Palestinians ‘ton the basis of all 
the provisions and principles of UN 
Security Council Resolution 242,” 
but our prime minister is not the sort 
of man to be daunted by anything as 
trivial as Mr. Begin's signature.

I OWE PERSONAL witness on this 
problem, since I was actively in- 
volved in the private consultations 
and the public meetings that led to 
the acceptance of 242 in the Security 
Council on November 22, 1967.

non-sovereign organization called 
the PLO. Moreover, Israel's juridi- 
cal status became equivalent to that 
of the United States, the Soviet 
Union, France, Egypt and 150 other 
States by virtue of the momentous 
Resolution 273(1IT) of the United 
Nations General Assembly on May 
11, 1949. This is toweringly more 
crucial than any other document in 
Israel's diplomatic portfolio, includ- 
ing the partition resolution of 1949 
and 242 itself. The 1949 resolution 
stated that “Israel is a peaceloving 
state able and willing to carry out its 
obligations under the UN Charter.” 
The charter is based on “the sover- 
eign equality” of all member states. 
lf Arafat and his associates accept 
this resolution, as they have prom- 
ised or pretended to do, the ques- 
tion of Israel's status does not exist 
and we need not participate in any 
αὐκυπείοπ of it, 

t is impossible to exaggerate the 
transforming effects of the May 11, 
1949 admission resolution. It is 
called a “decision™ -- the only reso- 
lution affecting Israel so defied. 
The UN, whatever its other weak- 
nesses, is the only body entitled to - 
define the structure of the interna- 
tional community. The 1947 Parti- 
tion Resolution had been historical- 
ly dramatic, but juridically weak, It 
was calied a “recommendation to 
the Mandatory Power” which that 
power chose not to accept, as was its 
legal right. 

The May 11, 1949 resolution. on 
the other hand, created a powerful 
dynamic. The day after the vote in 
the assembly, 1 cast a decisive vote 
on the future of the former Italian 
colonies and received requests for 
our vote on six other issues. Israel 
had become an active agent, not a 
passive spectator of the diplomatic 
process. By virtue of 273(III), we. 
automatically became members of 
the World Bank, the International 
Monetary Fund, the Food and Agri- 
cultural ization, Unesco, the 
World Health Organization, the In- 
ternational Postal Union, the vari- 
ous air conventions, and two dozen 
other functional organizations 
which herald the planetary age. 

Why on earth did the U.S. and 
Israeli governments in 1975 cloud 
this achievement by the abject im- 
Plication that the PLO has some 
share in determining Israel's “right 
to exist’? By contrast, the obscene

Sir, - It may be tempting to view 
the increasing theocratic control 
gver the life of Israel stoically, as 
just another way in which the state 
ts accommodating to the noms of its 
neighbours.

An embarrassing moment was 
reached when American Jewish or- 
ganizations scolded Secretary of 
State Shultz for even discussing the 
Middle Eastern conflict with Pales- 
tinian professors of American citi- 
zenship! It was sad to see.our good 
Jewish friends waste their credit on 
this embarrassing venture.

VOTING IN the elections -- my first 
participation in this basic democrat- 
ic process — reminded me of the 
danger inherent in semantic similar- 


ities. After all, the Soviet Union. 


also holds “elections.” They are fes- 
tive affairs. Beautiful music is piped 
into the election halls, and books 
and goods unavailable anywhere at 
other times are sold to those who 
arrive first. It is a holiday unencum- 
bered by decision-making: The only 
choice is to endorse the party candi- 
date. One can cross out his name 
and write in another, but doing that 
requires going conspicuously behind 
a screen. Few dare. 

The only time I voted in the 
USSR was when I was serving in the 
army. One of the soldiers out of 
sheer curiosity ventured behind the 
screen for a moment. He did noth- 
ing to his ballot — our unit's score 
was a perfect 100 per cent for the 
party candidate -- but for merely 
seeming to contemplate a deviation, 
he was rewarded with a week of 
latrine duty. 

Not surprisingly, then, voting in 
Israe] was indeed an exhilarating ex- 


| perience. Ensuring my right to vote 


for the party of my choice, in a free 
election for the first time in my life, 
was one of those occasions which 
served to remind me — almost three 
years after my release — what ἃ revo- 
lutionary change my life had 
undergone. 


The excitement gave way to con-. 


templation when the results first 
came in. To me the unexpected rise 
in the power of the ultra-Orthodox 
indicated a serious shortcoming in 
Zionist education. For the Jews of 
the Soviet Union, the inspiration of 
Leon Uris's Exodus and the “Let 
My People Go” slogan once used to 
suffice. But we soon realized that to 
resist pressure and desperation in a 
prison cell, we had to feel part of our 
people’s destiny, we had to know 
that history was on our side. With- 
ont this feeling, one cannot feel that 
Israel is the only answer. 

For many Israelis, too, Jewish his- 
tory seems to begin arbitrarily with 
the Holocaust or, at best, with 
Herzl. But a people needs more, 
and the uniqueness of the Zionist 
experience and the Jewish state de- 
mands much more. Only a deeper 
and broader understanding of our 
multifaceted heritage can prevent a 
vacuum of faith, a reversion into 
diasporic molds, and a hopeless rift 
between religious and secular. 

It did not take long for these con- 
templations to be replaced by acute 
discomfort. The ease with which all 
the candidates seemed to discard 
their election promises was disheart- 
ening. Even before the count was

Jewry and change the Law of Re- 
turn to placate the Orthodox and 
gain power. 

Personally, I supported neither 
the Citizen's Rights’ Movement po- 
sition on religion nor the Labour 
Party's idea of an international con- 
ference. Nor do I believe that the 
“Who is a Jew" question is as simple 
as the extremists on either side 
would want us to think. But the 
reasons for these sudden reversals 
were astonishing. 

The rationalization of the Left — 
that anything is permissible to pre- 
vent a Shamir government -- was 
reciprocated by the Right's “any- 
thing but Peres" battle cry. Princi- 
ples, which [ had always thought 
were more important than portfo- 
lios and more permanent than gov- 
ernments, were being auctioned off 
with dizzying dispatch. It was not a 
pretty sight. 

Perhaps [ should have been pre- 
pared by the campaign for this “‘any- 
thing goes” cynicism. Some leftists 
who asked for my support defined 


. the Likud as fascists. Some rightists 


described the Labour as commu- 
nists. It was as if we have all forgot- 
ten what these terms mean in theory 
and practice, forgotten the scores of 
millions massacred in cold blood by 
these systems. 

THE KGB used to put prisoners of 
radically different nationalities, 
background and views, in a tiny cell 
where we could not make a move 
without touching each other. It is a 


cramped cell, yet it seems that we 
need a cataclysmic war to concede 
the commonality of our destiny. In 
the absence of war. one of us ~ a 
prominent artist — can look at Jews 
who look like his own preat-grandfa- 
ther, whose beliefs and customs are 
the very same which preserved us 
for millenia as a people, and say that 
be can understand why Jews are hat- 
ed, how the Holocaust could hap- 
pen. Incredibly, the earth does not 
shake under our feet when such hor- 
rors are uttered. We take this con- 
suming hatred for those who cling to 
outmoded traditions for granted. 
We are so inured to self-hatred. so 
accustomed to our own anti-Semi- 
tism, that when it raises its mon- 
strous head there is hardly a ripple. 

When the prosecutor at my trial in 
Moscow railed against Israel, he 
said, “It is a terrible place ruled by 
Shabbat, with its 24 hours of silent 
mourning.” In his diatribe, Shabbat 
became an all-encompassing term, 
conjuring ancient rites, primitive 
forces born of superstition and igno- 
france, medieval relics, the peculiar 
customs of the “Elders. Unfortu- 
nately, many Israelis seem to echo 
this revulsion. They do not under- 
stand the meaning — the reservoir of 
wisdom, joy, harmony and warmth 
- that Shabbat holds for their neigh- 
bours. They seem to have forgotten 
that many wonderfol “secular” Jew- 
ish achievers in sciences, medicine, 
art and philosophy, of whom we are 
all justifiably proud, came precisely 


from these traditions of which they 
are now so intolerant. 

And the intolerance is mutual. 
The stereotype of the haredi as a 
coercive primitive who throws 
stones at the cars on Shabbat is 
matched by the image of the hiloni 
as a fanatic socialist 'who kidnaps 
religious children, cuts their side- 
curls off, and brings them up as 
atheists. After services in Brooklyn 
on a recent visit, a haredi worship- 
per asked me with gleeful derision if 
it was true that in Moscow Jews 
drove to synagogue on Shabbat. It 
seems impossible for at least some 
of the haredim to understand that 
there can be piousness outside of 
their own customs, and that the loss 
of traditions does not always mean 
the loss of Jewishness. 

Do they really believe that “the 
days of the Messiah™ can be brought 
closer by intolerance, narrow-mind- 
edness, political horse-trading, and 


the promotion of vain hatred among . 


brothers? Do they really feel they 
can unify the Jewish people by pass- 
ing political legislation on religious 
questions which is opposed by a ma- 
jority of Jews? : 
When 1 first arrived in Israel 1 
used to laugh at the speculation on 


whether Avital would force me to ἡ 


wear a kippa. The gossip lost its 
humour for me when I began to 
realize that it contained disbelief in 
our ability to live happily together 
despite our different customs, that 
its broader implications pointed to a 
national inability to let love and the 
many things which unite us tran- 
scend our differences. 

When a stranger recently congrat- 
ulated me on the street for not wear- 
ing a kippa, | felt even my own bald 
pate was being conscripted into ser- 
vice in a kulturkampf. My “support- 
er”. was not interested in my soul- 
searching. He was only interested in 
knowing if I was on his side or theirs. 

It may be naive and unfashionable 
today to talk of the Zionist dream, 
of national unity, brotherhood, jus- 
tice and human rights, but I believe 
these must still be our goals. There 
must be a way for us and our politi- 
cal leaders to pull together, despite 
differences, for the common good. 

Perhaps a system of direct, per- 
sonal election of the chief executive, 
and the separation of the executive 
from the legislative branch of gov- 
ermmment, will eliminate the tempta- 
tion to sell one's soul for a portfolio. 
But, ultimately, it will be our re- 
solve to stretch a hand to each oth- 
er, and our ability to see ourselves in 
every face around us — haredi, hi- 
foni, Ethiopian, Russian, Ashkenazi 
and Sephardi - which will truly bring 
us to the promised land.

Draft evasion in other countries is 
not limited to Jews, or to ultra-Or- 
thodox Jews. But as a pedagogue 
and a patriot -- with a pre-state Lehi 
background -- has Rabbi Ravirz nev- 
er wondered whether just a few of 
those at his yeshiva may be there for 
Jess than the purest of motives? 

If the idea has never occurred to 
him, it certainly has occurred to the 
IDF, which until 1977 limited yeshi- 
va deferments to those who had 
shown their earnestness by enrolling 
in yeshivot from at least the age of 
16. That was changed by the first 
Likud defence minister. Ezer Weiz- 
map, who also 
with no Tora background be granted 
the same deferment privileges in ye- 
shiyot for the newly-Orthodox, 
which Rabbi Ravitz knows so well. 

He is right to be infuriated by the 
“canard” that he educates his stu- 
dents not to serve their country. But 
how can he explain the IDF’s statis- 
tics that while the number of those 
enjoying exemption grows by 
around 1,000 each year, only about 
300 or 400 are moved out of that 
poo! annually to do their full three 

” service. 

Rabbi Ravitz's adherence to the 
status quo is a laudable, positive 
contribution towards defusing ten- 
sions between the ultra-Orthodox 
and the rest of the community. But 
the status quo in this instance should 
mean the 400 deferments approved 
by David Ben-Gurion in 1948. 
Tn 1948 that cost the [DF 
half an infantry brigade; today, 
deferments amount to two divisions. 

Some very few university stu- 
dents, and only the best, are also 
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granted deferments. But it is the 
IDF that‘ decides and when the 
students have earned their first 
degrees they are required to serve 
an extra period over and beyond the 
regular term of conscription. And 
then, like yeshiva students, they go 
into the reserves. 


WE WOULD advise you to avoid 
the term “black-bashing,” Rabbi 
Ravitz. However, maligning each 
other is a two-way process as you 
will doubtless learn when you bear 
your ultra-Orthodox Knesset col- 
leagues lambast the secularists as 
traitors to the faith and heritage of 

Secularists seldom if ever physi- 
cally attack the “black” population. 
But ultra-Orthodox activists have 
stoned cars driven on the Sabbath in 
seculas areas, they have assaulted 
doctors and pathologists, they have 
destroyed archaeological sites, 
burned trash cans and bus shelters, 
and terrorized a vendor of secular 
newspapers in Bnei Brak, 

Rabbi Ravitz rightly says that 
these are “the lunatic fringe."* The 
place to denounce them, however, is 
not on the pages of The Post in 
English, but the streets of Mea 
Shearim in Hebrew or Yiddish. The 
Knesset podium, too, would be a 
suitable platform. We shall look for- 
ward to reporting his condemnation 


of flag burners and Sabbath stone 
ers. 

Rabbi Ravitz will recall the leader 
of the Shas faction, Rabbi Yitzhak 
Peretz, attributing the Moshav Ha- 
bonim train disaster to the defective 
mezuzot on people’s doorposts. Is 
Rabbi Peretz mainstream or fringe? 
Then there is the manner in which 
Shas and Aguda figures mobilized 
support during the election cam- 
paign by invoking the blessings and 
curses of heaven. Is that behaviour 
mainstream or fringe? 

‘We know that you personally do 
not behave in such ways, Rabbi Ra- 
vitz. But we expect you to speak out 
in your own neighbourhood against 
those who do. ; 


THE COUNTRY needs a moral 
leadership that the rabbis, alas, have 
too often failed to give. By contrast, 
many university professors speak 
out fearlessly on moral issues. Per- 
haps that. too, is a reason why the 
“black” community is perceived as 
less than beautiful. 

Rabbi Ravitz refers to discrimina- 
tion in the allocation of funding for 
education. Unlike his religious Zi- 
onist fellow educators, he and his 
colleagues who run the “black” 
school system firmly opted out of 
the state educational system be- 
cause they did not want to accept 
state supervision. 

We welcome his claim to parity as 
an indication that there is now a 
willingness to accept the authority of 
the Ministry of Education over cur- 
riculum and classes. 
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We take it that Rabbi Ravitz has 
nothing against the kibbutz move- 
ment as such, whether religious or 
seGilary Bat “pethaps Tie is Onaware 
that kibbutzim also plough much. of 
their earnings back into their 
schools and themselves fund many 
of the extras he envies, as, by the 
way, do many urban parents. 

Rabbi Ravitz will doubtless find 
many secular alfies in his opposition 
to turning Israel into a theocracy. 
Where they are less likely to agree 
with him is in what constitutes ero- 
sion of the “delicate balance” im- 
plied in the status quo. 

‘The halting of ΕἸ ΑἹ flights on the 
Sabbath; the ban on the sale of ha- 
metz during Pessah; the watering 
down of the abortion law; the denial 
of kashrut licences to hotels which 
celebrate the secular New Year; even 
the proposed ‘‘Who's a Jew” 
amendment, which you told Israet 
Radio you would support, even 
though you apparently favour other 
legislation to a similar effect ~ all 
these are examples of an erosion of 
the status quo which came about at 
the behest of the ultra-Orthodox. Is 
this what you mean by your defence 
of the status quo policy? 

We were glad to note from your 
article that you oppose “legislating 
values” and that you are “‘dedicated 
to the principle of live and let live.” 
We will be happy to hear what legis- 
lative proposals you intend to table 
on your own account in matters of 
religious observance and what pro- 
posals of others in this sphere you 
will be supporting. -

He took heed' of the advice δὲ 
those responsible for this coun- 
try's defence that excessive cov- 
erage of the event would com- 
plicate their job of mintaining 
Yaw and order in the adminis- 
tered areas. Some people think 
it odd that the director of a state 
service should take the needs of 
that state into consideration. 

Porat went a little too far, but 
.| it may have been in part due to 
his instructions that the territo- 
Ties did not explode imto vio- 
lence and many people were not 
killed. It is certainly due to them 
that the captive Israel Televi- 
sion audience were spared the 
sigbt, night after night, of that 
grinning chief butcher who in- 
Stils in his young followers the 
idea that their national aspira- 
tions can best be attained by 
burning alive or blowing up chil- 
dren of the enemy, and by 
slaughtering all those fellow-Ar- 
abs who think differently from 
him. - 

Journalists in the main are far 
from being representative of the 
public. They tend to be on the 
left fringe of society, that fringe 
which was so severely trounced 
in the recent election. That, and 
not for the sake of the “right to 
know,” is why they are gunning 
for the IBA chief. : 

There is never time or space 
for the public to be given all the 
news. Selection there has to be. 
And it is difficult for mortals to 
maintain total objectivity in 
judging ‘news value.” 

But there were times when 
serious newspapers made the at- 
tempt, or at least endeavoured 
to separate their presentation of 
the news from their interpreta- 
tion of it. “Comment is free but 
facts are sacred.” was how the 
distinguished editor of the then 
Manchester Guardian, C.P. 
Scott, put it. Now we have the 
“new journalism” which be- 
lieves that newsmen can and 
should colour their presentation 
of the facts, and indeed select 
the very facts, according to their 
political beliefs. 

“New” is a misnomer for this 
sort of journalism. It is in fact a 
throwback to the very origins of 
newspapers in the early 18th 
century when they existed just 
to propagate certain political 
opinions. Only later was the 
idea established that people 
should be given the news and be 
allowed to exercise their own 
intelligence in interpreting it. It 
is a great pity that we in Israel 
have a press that in the main 
reflects one opinion, a fringe 
one at that. 

The corps that once used to 
round up poor Englishmen for 
forced service with the fleet was 
known as the press gang. We

EVEN THE dry prose of a Labour 
Ministry document makes for an ur- 
gent, if depressing reading of* the 
economy's unemployment problem. 

“A continued slowdown in eco- 
nomic activity and a worsening in 
unemployment is to be expected in 
the near future. We wili witness, in 
all probability, a continuation of the 
problems in the manufacturing sec- 
tor, with a reduction in the work- 
force of those factories in difficulty 
without a significant hiring of new 
workers in other plants. This will 
particularly hit older workers, 
young people -- especially demobi- 
lized soldiers, and development 


towns. 

“If and when the economy returns 
to a growth-oriented course, there is 
Qo reason to expect the immediate 
Tesult will be more workers hired.” 

A quick glance at the figures 
shows wiy Labour Ministry experts 
feel this way. The unemployment 
rate has jumped from 5.6 per cent 
{in seasonally-adjusted terms} for 
the final quarter of 1987 to 6.9 per 
cent -- its highest level in more than 
two years - for the third quarter of 
this year. 

“The increase from 5.6 per cent to 
around / per cent in less than a year 
should be considered significant.” 
the minisury paper notes. And ac- 
cording to Labour Minister Moshe 
Katsav, the situation is even worse, 
with last month's unemployment 
rate standing at 7.2 per cent. 

᾿ς Katsav this week presented: the 
cabinet with a whole list of figures: 
which rammed home this message. 
Of course, now that the elections 
are over, ministers have no need to 
fear an open discussion of these un- 
attractive issues. Around 60,000 
people last month registered with 
the Employment Service as looking 
for work. The number of people 
Classified by the service as unem- 
ployed for six days or more has in- 
creased from 15,800 in the last quar- 
ter of 1987 (in seasonally-adjusted 
figures) to 24,900 in this year’s third 
quarter, For every available jab list- 
-ed with the service, there are now 
2.8 job seekers compared with an 
average 1.7 job seekers last year. 


‘The minister warned that even 
without counting the dismissals 
scheduled at Koor, some 4,095 jobs 
were facing the axe in the near fu- 


ture, on top of the 8,562 jobs al- 


ready eliminated this year. Accord- 
ing to Koor's recovery, some 2,800 
workers will be dismissed by 1990, 
in addition to the 3,200 already fired 
since last year. 

The cabinet, naturally, expressed 
its disquiet over these statistics and 
immediately established an inter- 
ministerial committee of the direc- 
tors-general of the ministries and 
depattments involved in the 
economy. 


AS DEVOTEES of Yes Prime Min- 
ister are well aware, establishing in- 
ter-ministerial committees is always 
a good way of doing something with- 
out actually doing anything. In this 
case, such a committee will probably 
be able to help individual factories 
here and there with their problems, 
but on a macro-economic level the 
committee is unlikely to make much 
of an impression. 

The committee, for example, will 
not tackle what many economists 
see as the root of the problem: the 
fact that real wages have grown at a 
much higher rate than productivity. 
Factories which have agreed to pay 
higher wage rises with no corre- 

ling increase in productivity 
have done so at the expense of their 
profitability and now, not too sur- 
prisingly, they are running into diffi- 
culties, sometimes total collapse. 

The wage system in the economy 
provides a classic example of what 
economt 
Regardless of the situation in the 
economy or in their individual fac- 
tory, workers expect automatic 
wage hikes. Over‘a period of time, 
this lack of flexibility to changes in 
the economy almost inevitablity 
leads to increased inefficiency and 
future problems. 

But it would be wrong to lay the 
blame for this at the feet of the 
workers. Large sectors of the econo- 
my. ever since the beginning of the 
state, have blissfully ignored the 
yardstick of profitability as a mea- 
sure of health. The large govern- 
ment and Histadrut intervention in

{S AN UNEMPLOYMENT rate of 


7.2% high? Yes. compared with 
5.6% a year ago, and less than 65 in 
the first half of this year. But nv. 
compared with the rates likely to be 
seen in 1989 and 1990. 

Without wishing to be unduly 
alarmist, and for reasons that will be 
detailed below, we would suggest 
that the public ready itself for a phe- 
nomenon unheard of in Israel since 
1967:double-digit 
rates.

Frictional unemployment means, 
for example, ‘that ABC Ltd. goes 
bust, through bad management or 
for any other reason, and its work- 
ers are thrown onto the job market. 
After a period of unemployment in 
which they search for alternative 
sources of work, they find new jobs. 
Their unemployment experience. 
though unpleasant, need not have 
any long-term significance to them 
personally, while at the macro level, 
this kind of situation occurs all the 
time. 

Structural unemployment means 
that ABC Ltd. goes phut, but so 
does DEF Ltd. and XYZ Ltd.. and 
lots of other firms in the same sec- 
tor, or in several sectors. Bad man- 
agement there may well have been; 
but that’s not the end of the story, 
because the structure of the nation- 
al,. or world, economy has now 
changed so that that whole industry 
is now dead. . 

In the long run, workers from 
these defunct industries can be re- 
absorbed in others, especially if 
there is general growth in the 
economy. 

The classic example is the millions 
of people engaged in carriage-mak- 
ing and horse-shoeing. and even 
those who cleaned the horses’ muck 
from the streets, when the motor car

THE IDEA THAT reality is con- 
structed by the way it is presented 
by the news media is not as, absurd 
as if seems at first sight Nor is it 
new. ad 

AS news people well know ~ but 
try their best to hide — the process of 
Collecting and editing news consists 


of a series of choices. Decisions on’ 
what to include in the final product | 


Presented to the public are shaped 
by what journalists describe as news 
values, Or news sense. . 

A journalist's news sense is ac- 
quired by rience; it is also the 
Tesult of socialization, of adjusting 


to the norms and valites of the soci-. 


ety on one hand, and to those of the 
actual profession on the other. 

On occasion, these two sets of 
norms or values may come into con- 
flict. When this happens, journalists 
are confronted with a dilemma. The

Such dictates are viewed as outright 
infringements of press freedom. 


IN THE CASE of the Israe! media. 
when it comes to the coverage of 
events and issues connected with the 
Arab-Israeli conflict, there exists a 
long tradition of weighing the scales 
in favour of patriotism and the need 
for self-preservation. In this con- 
text, no pretence is made of present- 
ing a neutral, balanced (‘objective’) 
teport. And intervention on the part 
of the military censor may compli- 
cate matters even more. 

By -and large, the Israel public 
has learned what to expect: indeed, 
the news media are often shaped, to 
ἃ great extent, by the public's expec- 
tations as to how news regarding the 
conflict should be presented. It is 
only on rare occasions that the pub- 
fic stands on its right to be fully 
informed... εν 

Israelis are, forthe most part, 
quite indifferent to attempts to keep 
information from them. 

To give a recent example: filmed 
evidence concerning the true extent 
of the bus-bombing tragedy in Jeri- 
cho was deliberately withheld from

THE INITIAL LINE taken by the |

thus make the whole thing go away. 
News editors, it would seem, chose 
to give up their sense of news in 
favour of wishfal thinking.

The Tora reading for this week is Vayishlah (Genesis 
532:4.36:43). 


| JACOB SENDS messengers ahead of him to let Esau 


know of his pending arrival. He tries to dispel any 
suspicion his elder brother might have about his inten- 
tions and to Jet him know that he seeks reconciliation 
and peace, a5 more than 20 years have passed since 
Esau sought to kill him. Jacob's messengers go ont to 
meet Esau, but bring back oo reply. Instead. they 
inform Jacob that Esau is coming towards him accom- 
panied by no fewer than 400 men (Genesis 32:4-7). 

What was Esau up to? It appeared that be was 
coming out to fight. ““Then Jacob was greatly afraid and 
distressed™ (ibid. 32:8). “Afraid,” says Rashi, quoting 
the rabbis in midrash (Gen. Rabba, 76,2), lest he be 
killed in battle: “distressed.” lest he kill others. 

Even the likelihood of a battle won distressed our 
father Jacob, He must have known that there is n0 such 
thing as a “good war,” as there are always bereaved 
mothers and broken families on both sides. However, 
his “distress” at the thought of war did not stop him 
from taking full measures to prepare for it. 

Jacob draws up a three-fold strategy for his confron- 
tation with Esau. It includes: doron. gifts of appease- 
ment; tefila, prayer. and milhama, battle, 

In his prayer, he pleads: “O God . . . you told me 
‘return to your country and I will do good by you’... 
[but now I feel that I am] not worthy of all the mercies 
and of all the truth.“ Rabbi Shmuel Avidor Hacohen 
(in his Likrat Shabbat) suggests that “mercies” and 
“truth” describe the dilemma Jacob was faced with at 
that moment. What a delicate balance he must strike 
now between “mercy,” which tells bim that he must not 
fight against his brother, and “truth” which tells him 
that aggression must be met and arrested by force. 

This was the balance that permeated all Jewish 
teachings concerning war and the use of force. Judaism 
never taught passive acceptance of an assault on one- 
self, certainly not that one should “offer the other 
cheek.” It ruled that “If one comes to kill you, make 
sure you kil] him first!" (TB Sanhedrin, 722). Condon- 


ing aggression would only cause more and worse ag- 
gression and “Whosoever is kind to the cruel is in fact 
being cruel to those who deserve kindness” (Ecc. 
Rabba 7,37). 

On the other hand, Judaism expressed profoundest 
recoil from any form of killing and spilling of blood, 
caused even in what may be called a “justified war.” 
Thus, King David assembled al! the materials neces- 
sary for building the House of the Lord, which be so 
yearned to do all his life, but he does not build it. 
Instead, he charged his son Solomon with the task, 
saying; “My son, I wanted to build a House for the 
name of the Lord my God. But the word of the Lord 
came to me, saying. “You have shed much blood and 
fought great battles; you shall not build a House for My 
name’ (1 Chronicles 22:2-9).” David, of course. consid- 
ered his “great battles" to have been “just wars,” yet 
he concedes without argument that they disqualify him 
from constructing the Temple. 


THE ABHORRENCE for spilling blood, even as a 
“a evil,” extended to the inanimate means by 
which blood is spilled: iron or other metals. Tubal- 
Cain, credited with originating the use of metal instru- 
ments (Gen., 4, 22: “the forger of every cutting instru- 
ment of copper and iron™) is looked upon by the rabbis 
not only as one who advanced civilization, but also as 
one who “spiced” (bal from tavlin, spice) the art of 
Cain: murder. Civilization as such is welcome, but it is 
famentable when it brings with it ever more sophisticat- 
ed weapons of violence. 

The Lord's altar must be built of unhewn stones: 
“Though shalt lift up no iron too! upon them” (Deuter- 
onomy 27:5). An altar of earth is preferable (Exodus 
20:21), but if “you make for me an altar of stones, do 
not build it of hewn stones: for by wielding your tool 
upon them you have profaned them.” 

The other requirement, “Do not ascend My altar 
Steps. that your nakedness may not be exposed upon it 
(ibid.).” The Israelite altar stands here in outright 
Contrast to the pagan temples in whose centre were 
sexual orgies and war games. No iron roust be used on 


the altar, no steps that expose one’s nakedness 

No iron was used in the building of the mishkan, the 
tent of meeting in the wildemess. Even in the huge 
Temple of Solomon in Jerusalem, “only finished stones 
cut at the quarry were used. so that no hammer or axe 
or any iron tool was heard in the House while it was 
being built (1 Kings 6:7). 


The sages in the Mishna. while dealing with the ἢ 


halachic laws of the altar (tractate Afidder. ch. 3. 
section 4), insert the following ageadic (moralistic) 
explanation for the prohibition of the use of iron: “For 
iron was created to shorten human life. while the altar 
was created to lengthen human life; what shortens may 
not rightly be lifted up against what lengthens.” (The 
Mishna, Danby-Herzog translation: comp. Mechilta, 
Yitro, 11). 

This is not the only time when Halacha and apgada 
go hand-in-hand in dealing with this subject to empha- 
size the Judaic attitude to weaponry. The great Hebrew 
poet Ch. N. Bialik cites, as an example for his thesis 
that Halacha and aggada are essentially two sides of 
one and the same coin, the Mishna dealing with the 
“dry” subject of what one is allowed to carry in the 
open on the Sabbath (tract. Shabbut. ch. 5. sec.4): "A 
man may not go out (on the Sabbath! with a sword ora 
bow or a shield or a club or a spear... R. Ehezer says: 
They are his adornment [and onc may rightly go out on 
the Sabbath with ornaments of any kind]. But the sages 
say: They are naught save a reproach, for it is written 
(Isaiah 2:4): And they shall beat their swords into 
ploughshares, and their spears into pruning-hooks; 
nation shall not lift up sword against nation, neither 
shall they learn war any more.” Bialik is amazed that 
the lofty vision of Isaiah is cited for a minute halachic 
ruling on what may or may not be carried on the 
Sabbath, 

There is a deeply seated rejection of arms in the 
Jewish mentality. Arms are needed sometimes for self- 
defence or to deter aggressors. but they are nevér to be 
‘worn as some kind of “macho” decoration at any time. 
especially not on the Sabbath which is 2 celebration of 
peace. There is no glory in arms at any time! 


Hasbomer,1909: guns are for self-defence only. 


FOR MANY generations. because of the circum- 
stances of their life in exile. Jews had little recourse to 
arms. When returning to Eretz Yisracl and finding 
themselves baving to defend their lives and homes. the 
early settlers at the turn of the century coined the 
expression iohar ha-neshek, “purity of arms,” vowing 
to use their anns only when absolutely necessary in 
self-defence. 

This spirit of Hashorner. the first organized band of 
“guardians” in the fields of the early settlements in 
Galilee, prevailed for decades ard when the army of 
the re-established Jewish State was set up it was given 
the name Israel Defence Forces, emphasizing that the 
sole purpose of the army is defence. 

Strict standing orders on the use of arms and opening 
fire only in clear cases of self-defence or in battle are 
implemented in the IDF to this very day. If it proves 
detrimental at times in the quenching of rioters who 
take advantage of such restrictions: it is still within the 
spirit of our Father Jacob's double anxiety of vayira, 
“he was afraid™ that he might be killed, and vayerzer 
do, “he was distressed," lest he might kill others. That 
did not stop him, however, from taking every possible 
Measure to be able to fight in defence of his life.

AFTER SLOWLY and painfully 
struggling back into the black, Els- 
int suddenly seems to be slipping 
into the red again. 

The first ominous signs are the 
company’s third-quarter results, 
published last week, which showed 
losses of $3.85 million -- a sharp rise 
over the $900,000 negative . figure 
Teported in the same period last 
year. After chalking up operating, 
profits in the three successive quar- 
ters since October-December 1987, 
it also recorded its first operational 
eg in the latest three-month peri- 


But management at the Haifa- 
based medical imaging equipment 
manufacturer is determined that 
there won't be any repeats of the 
great Elscint crisis.of 1985-87, when 
it fost $116 million and $56m. in two 
successive years — then record losses 
for an Israeli company — and found 
itself on the verge of financial col- 
lapse. Within the short period since 
then, the company has executed one 
of the most dramatic recoveries in. 
Israeli corporate history, boosting 
its sales while narrowing its losses to 
only $5 million in 1987/88. 

This time, say Elscint’s top brass, 
they are intent on nipping the prob- 
lem in the bud. And that’s why close 
to 300 employees at the company, 
once regarded as the flagship of Is- 
raeli high-technology, have just 
been served with dismissal notices. 

But the decision to lay off so 
many peopie, including some of the 
company’s top engineers and scien- 
Gsts, was based on another consider- 
ation as well. Elscint’s management 
and the heads of its parent compa- 
ny, Elron Electronic Industries, 
have concluded that returning to 
profitability now takes precedence 
over every other consi¢eration, in- 
cluding maintaining sales at their 
current leveis. 


BUT WHY is it so critical? For one 
simple, but vital, reason: the compa- 
ny is in desperate need of capital to 
develop second-generation products 
and maintain its standing in the 
world market. The most likely 
source of capital for a company like 
Elscint is a foreign investor, since 
Elron is extremely short of funds. 
But after over a year of looking 
around, it turns out that no foreign 
investor wants to bet its money on 
Elscint ~ regardless of how good its 
products are — so long as it is still in 
the red. 

“Oh sure, there were companies 
who wanted to buy our product 
tine,” says Ariel Landau, Elscint’s 
executive vice-president and chief 
financial officer, “but they didn’t 
want to invest in us.” 


b 
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In fact, the consortium of Israeli 
banks which arranged the two debt 
Teduction packages which gave Els- 
cint the oxygen it needed to survive, 
had commissioned Chase Manhat- 
tan Bank's investment banking unit 
to find a foreign investor for Elscint. 
But its efforts have proved fruitless 
and will probably remain so, unless 
the company produces a healthier 
bottom line for all its endeavours. 

“The problem is simple,” says 
Uzia Galil, who is chairman of both 
Elron and Elscint. “They don’t want 
to give you money if you're not 
making money. But how can I make 
money if I don’t have it?" 


SO HOW DOES a company go 
about making a profit in these cir- 
cumstances? There are apparently 
two schools of thought on the mat- 
ter, and this may explain another 
interesting and somewhat unexpect- 
ed development which took place at 
Elscint Jast month: the resignation 
of its president, Benny Peled. 

It seems that the rest of the top 
brass at the company were at odds 
with Peled over what corporate 
strategy should be adopted, in wake 
of Elscint’s financial downturn 
which began showing up in the sum- 
mer. While Peled always main- 
tained that he only intended to stay 
on the job until the company was 
well on its way to recovery, this 
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Cut-backs at Elscint’s are part of the recovery plan.

ing off workers and reducing sales. 

In the past, because of the suff 
competition in the international 
market, Elscint would find itself tak- 
ing on orders with very small mar- 
gins, in an effort to push up the level 
of its total sales, notes Galil. 

But in the view of Peled — a for- 
mer Israel Air Force commander — 
maintaining and increasing sales was 
the key to survival and eventual re- 
covery, even at the cost of losses in 
the short rum. Because once you are 
firmly established in the market and 
have managed to beat off your com- 
petition, then it's a sellers market 
and you can set prices that suit you. 
If, however, you decide instead to 
boost your profits in the short-run 
by cutting into your sales, you may 
eventually find that you have lost 
your market. 


But Peled lost the fight with Els- 
cint's management on this issue and 
now aiso finds himself on the 
sidelines. 


THE CUTBACKS that Elscint is 
implementing now, Galil empha- 
sizes, are across the board. but not 
arbitrary. No divisions will be closed 
down, although manpower will be 
teduced in each division. “We don’t 
want to undo any of the work Benny 
(Peled) did.” he says. 


While 300 workers is a lot less 
than 1.000 workers -- the number 
Elscint was forced to lay off two 
years ago when it began implement- 
ing its recovery programme — they 
will probably go more smoothly at 
Elscint than at other companies, 
particularly those run by the Hista- 
drut, where powerful works com- 
mittees have been known to voice 
fierce objections and even react vio- 
leatly to the prospects of dismissals. 


But also facilitating this ‘‘exer- 
cise" at Elscint - as Galil prefers to 
call it - is the company’s outplace- 
ment programme. This unique pro- 
gramme — which was also adopted to 
a degree at Israel Aircraft Industries 
following the canceilation of the 
Lavi ~ seeks to counsel those em- 
ployees slated for dismissal and to 
set them up in alternative jobs in 
other companies.

Laying off approximately 300 
workers should cost Elscint $2 mil- 
lion in severance and other pay- 
ments. But the savings that result, 
maintains Landau. will be about $10 
million 2 year. Elscint has also set 
for itself a target of increasing annu- 
al sales per employee τὸ $100,000, as 
compared with its current level of 
580.000. If it achieves this target. it 
will make decent profits even on its 
planned lower sales target of around 
$150m. next year. 


In Landau's view. Elscint can gen- 
erate further profits simply by start- 
ing to muke profits. The reason is 
that the company has until now been 
under “enormous pressure” to re- 
duce its prices because of its precari- 
ous financial situation. “But once 
we're profitable. we can automati- 
cally mcrease our margins.” he 
maintams, 


Interestingly. Elscint’s bosses, un- 
like their colleagues in the electron- 
ics sector, are not quick to point an 
accusing finger at the government 
and blame their woes on its ex- 
change-rate policy. “If the exchange 
Tate were correct, Elscint wouldn't 
be losing money.” Galil says, “but 
why should I make a big deal about 
it. Who would want to invest here 
then?™ 

What has hurt. Elscint far more 
than the frozen exchange rate, he 
maintains, is the high cost of proper- 
ty in this country. Per square meter 
in the Haifa industrial park, Elscint 
pays double what it does in Boston. 
he savs. And in the development 
town in Ma’alot, where it has a fac- 
tory, it pays as much as for prime 
real estate in Hackensack, New 
Jersey. 


THE COMPANY'S main concern 
these days, after getting back into 
the black next year, is to raise the 
magic figure of $20m. — the sum it 
hopes to get from a foreign investor 
once it is back on the golden path. 
To be a healthy company, Galil re- 
marks, Elscint really needs $50m.. 
but this $20m. should give it a neces- 
sarv push in the right direction and 
enable it to generate another $30 πὶ. 
On its own. 


Before Elscint becomes a healthy 
company, however, it will probably 
get a little sicker. In its current fiscal 
quarter, the company will probably 
lose as much as it did in the last 
quarter since it will now be forced to 
pay the costs of the 300 lay-offs be- 
fore reaping the anticipated savings. 

But if all goes well, Elscint should 
turn around again in the middle of 
next year. And this time, its man- 
agement hopes, the recovery will 
ast.

AN HISTORIC PERSPECTIVE 


For the past 3,300 years of Jewish existence there has 
been one clearly defined process, universally accepted 
and observed by all Jews, whereby a non-[lew becomes 
a Jew. 

The practical details of this process (as well as the 
details of all the Mitzvot of the Tora) are defined in the 
Code of Jewish Law and referred to as “Halacha.” 


‘Up until March 1970, ie. for the twenty years prior to 
the “clarification” of the present law, the traditional, 
historic and halachic criteria prevailed. The 
amendment in 1970 with the conspicuous exclusion of 
the world “K’Halacha" changed the status quo. 


NO STANDARDS 


It is inconceivable that a matter as serious and 
profound as conversion to Judaism should possess no 
standard at all by which to measure its authenticity. 
The Law of Return proclaims as a Jew, a Gentile whose 
entire conversion process, for example, consisted of 
one attendance at a lecture on Judaic history. In fact 
should a “rabbi simply give or sell a certificate of 
conversion to a Gentile without any kind of learning or 
ritual whatevez, the Law of Retum unequivocally 
declares this individual a Jew. 

The Boy Scout movement requires an established 
procedure to be followed before an applicant is 
accepted as a member, but for someone to become a 
Jew under the Law of Return, no standard exists. 


UNRELATED ISSUES 


The movement to amend the Law of Retum dees not 
address itself to the question of the right of citizenship, 
Government subsidies, etc. The entire and only focus 
of the movement is the fact that at present the 
Government officially declares as a Jew, a Gentile who 
did not undergo a proper conversion. 

Furthermore, the problem here is not Orthodox versus 
Conservative or Reform, etc. Indeed if an Orthodox 
rabbi were to perform a ‘'conversion"’ not in 
accordance with Halacha, it would be categorically 
unacceptable. ‘ 

The ouly issue here is that Halacha becomes the only 
criterion for establishing when and how a Gentile 
becomes a Jew. 


THE BIG LIE 


Halacha declares all Jews, regardless of their 
affiliation, belief or conduct as being equally Jewish. 
One can label oneself Orthodox, Conservative, Reform, 
Secular, Atheistic or whatever — none of this has any 
bearing at all on one's Jewishness. One is either a Jew 
Or not, 


The continuously espoused argument that the 
amended Law of Return would mean the 
disenfranchisement of Jews who are members of the 
Reform or Conservative movement is utterly false. 
Each and every Jew, without reservation, is recognized 
by Halacha equally as a one hundred per cent Jew. 


converted according to “Halacha.” 


CONVERSION CONFUSION 


A Conservative rabbi will not recognize a Reform 
conversion. 

(According to an official report published in June 1986 
by the Rabbinic Centre for Research and Counselling, 
an affiliate of the Reform movement, there are over 200 
Reform rabbis in the U.S. and Canada who perform 
intermarziages without any type of conversion. A 
significant number of these rabbis perform 
intermarziages in a church. Today, unofficial estimates 
put the number of Reform rabbis who perform 
intermarriages without a “conversion” at over 400.) 


Moreover, within the Conservative movement there 
are instances where one rabbi will not recognize the 
conversion of a fellow Conservative rabbi (The:-New 
York Times, February 14, 1985). 

The only standard that is recognized by everyone is 
Halacha. 


TRAGIC CONSEQUENCES 


Although for some it may make no difference if a non- 
Jew converts halachically or not, for many — even those 
that are not “observant,” this question is of vital 
importance. For a large percentage of Jews, 3,000 
years of Jewish tradition for which countless Jewish 
lives were sacrificed is something worth holding on tol 
For the average Jew, the discovery that a spouse, child 
or grandchild is not Jewish according to Jewish law 
would be a heart-rending tragedy. 

Yet, the present law disregards what for many is a 
crucial priority and leads the unknowing to falsely 
believe that this individual is a universally accepted 
Jew. 


THE NEW REASONING 
The argument that the Law of Retum, in reality, cannot 


“lead, im Israel, to intermarriage between Jew and 


Gentile — because the Israeli Rabbinate does not 
recognize a Jew as such merely on the basis of the 
Govarnment-issued identity card, is not only absurd 
but a.deliberate cover-up of the facts. 

Firstly, can any honest person accept a situation where, 
individuals are declared Jews by the Government of 
Israel, send their children as Jews to Jewish schools, 
serve in the army as Jews, and then when it comes to 
mariage are told by the Rabbinate that they are 
Gentiles and therefore cannot marry other Jews? 


More importantly, the fact is that although the 


Rabbinate does not accept an identity card as proof of - 


one's Jewishness, they are simply unable and 
therefore do not verify the authenticity of every 
conversion certificate that comes from the Diaspora. 
There are numerous cases where, for example, the 
Rabbinate peformed a marriage only to discover, by 
coincidence at a later date, that one party was a 
Gentile! 


INJUSTICE TO THE GENTILE 


Having undezgone non-halachic “conversions,’’ many 
Gentiles sincerely believe that they are now Jews and 
have become part of the Jewish people. Imagine their 


disappointment and anger when they discover that 


“ millions of Jews do not recognize them as Jews and 


will therefore not marry them or their children. 
{With regard to rectifying previous non-halachic 
“conversions'' — if the Gentile sincerely desires to 
become a Jew, he/she can undergo a halachic 
conversion.) 


UNITY OR DIVISIVENESS 


Surely it can be readily understood that the only 
possible means to unite Jewry where all Jews 
recognize all conversions is if the conversion process is 
one that all Jews, regardless of affiliation, can accept. 
The only such criterion is Halacha. 

As long as halachically invalid “converts” continue to 


be declared Jews by the Government of Israel, ἃ 


situation is created where Jews concemed about 
marrying universally accepted Jews, will have to 
dissociate themselves from those in whose families’ 
halachic conversions had not been observed. Over 
several generations we would become, God forbid, a 
divided people. 

There is no greater threat to the unity and future 
survival of the Jewish people than the entry of non- 
Jews into the Jewish fold under the guise of converts. 
To further illustrate the question of unity: Golda Meir 
was once asked why the Israeli Government has only 
kosher food in its institutions when not all Israelis 
observe kashrut. Her response was: “If the food is 
kosher then the one who does not keep kosher has lost 
nothing. However, if the food is not kosher then the 
one who observes kashrut must go elsewhere...” 


On June 14, 1988, the Knesset with a majority of seven 

votes (60-53) rejected amending the Law of Return. 

The narrow defeat of the amendment was dus to two 

factors: : 

1.The Labour Party, which voted callectively against 
the amendment, did not allow its members to vote 
according to their own conscience. “Vaad L'maan 
Shlemut Ha’am," an Israeli-based organization, 
Teports that 11 Labour ministers have stated that 
party discipline notwithstanding, they would have 
voted to amend the law. 
This unjust and undemocratic restriction was 
imposed by the leadership of the Labour Party, 
having succumbed to pressure from the heads of 
certain movements in North America. ἢ 

. Likewise as a result of political ‘wheeling and 

dealing: 
All six Arab members of Knesset (some of whom 
Tepresent PLO policy) participated in this vote (1) 
and voted against the amendment. 

In truth, therefore, there is a clear majority of Knesset 

members, including the Prime Minister, who recognize 

Halache as the only criterion for defining conversions, 

and reject the notion that conversion to Judaism 

requires no standards!

“[ thought Sununu was very forth- 
coming and responded to every

Stein. “We opened up a process of 
communication that will serve the 
interests of everyone.” 

Stein, who ized the encoun- 
ter between Sununu and 30 national 
Jewish leaders. said the New Hamp- 
shire governor had assured the lead- 
ers that he “opposes the ‘Zionism is 
racism’ resolution and wants to take 
it off the rolls.” 


Sununu angered Jewish leaders 
last year when he refused to sien a 
declaration calling on the UN to re- 
scind that resolution. He later ex- 
plained that he had refused to sien 
because he did not believe U.S. gov- 
ernors should take stands on for- 
eign-policy issues. Stein yesterday 
said Sununu gave the Jewish leaders 
the feeling that, if he had to do it 


again. he would have signed the 
decizration. 

According to Stein, “Sununu told 
us he supports a strong and secure 
Israel as an essential part of Ameri- 
can foreign policy. 1 am confident 
Sununu will implement the pro- 
gramme of the president, and will be 
2 strong and effective administra- 
tor.... He indicated to us that he 
wants to keep open this channel of 
communication.”

Beijing sends tourism representative

A Chinese official has arrived in 
Tel Aviv to promote Israeli tourism 
to China. Cui Yongjian of the China 
Travel Service, who arrived in Israel 
two days ago, is operating out of the 
Tel Aviv office of Neot Hakikar. 

For many years China was out of 
bounds to Israelis, but two years ago 
holders of Israeli passports were 
permitted to enter China on a quota 
System as members of mixed tour 
groups. 

In September this year, the Chi- 
nese government gave the green 
light to groups of Israelis. Since 
then, close to 300 have visited Chi- 
na. Fewer than 1,000 Israelis have 
visited China since 1986; but the 
Chinese believe that there is great 
potential here. 

Neot Hakikar’s managing direc- 
tor, Moshe Savir, was one of the 
first Israelis into China in 1986. He 
had been trying to get there ever 
Som Ere perp ote Wee 

Cui, who has no budget, will be 
the sole China Travel Service repre- 


sentative here for six months to 2 
year. Later he may be joined by 
another CTS employee. 

‘le will coordinate marketing and 
handle group visas issued in Brus- 
sels, where CTS has its European 
headquarters. Eventually the visas 
may be issued from Beijing. 

Individual visas are unlikely to be 
issued in the near future except for 
participants in international confer- 
ences held in China. So far Israeli 
participation im such conferences 
has been extremely limited. but Sa- 
vir predicts the restrictions on Israe- 
lis will be relaxed. 

Visa applications will be pro- 
cessed in two to four weeks. All tour 
groups will be accompanied by an 
Israeli guide for the duration of the 
journey and a Chinese National 
guide from point of entry to point of 
exit on the Chinese mainland. 

Participants will be required to 
stay with the group from city to city 
and hotel to hotel, but will be able to 
break away during the day for indi- 
vidual sight-seeing. 

Savir thinks that as many as 3,000 


Israelis may visit China in 1989. For 
the time being there are four group 
programmes ranging in price from 
$3,000-5.000. These include 2 full 
week in China as part of a four-week 
Far East tour: a three-week tour of 
classical China; a four-week tour 
which includes both classical and ex- 
otic China: and a four-week tour 
incorporating the Silk Road. the 
Gobi Desert and Tibet. 


Although Tibet has been closed to 
foreigners for some time now due to 
internal political problems. Cui said 
that there will no problems in mak- 
ing it accessible to organized tour 
groups. 

Cui does not anticipate any diffi- 
culties in adjusting to Israel. Yester- 
day, he ate his first pitta, and pro- 
nounced it to be very similar to the 
Chinese bing ze bread. It’s probably 
one of several Chinese culinary de- 
lights which Marco Polo brought 
back with him to Italy. Cui surmised 
that Arab traders had also carried 
Chinese recipes with them when 
they returned to this part of the 
world.

Why can‘t they go arm-in-arm? 


The national arm wrestling championships were held at the Palace 
Hotel two weeks ago under the auspices of the Isracli Council for Ann 
Wrestling (ICA), which is affiliated with the World Arm Wrestling 


The national arm-wrestling championships are to be held on Satur- 
day evening at the Cinerama by the Israeli Federation for Arm- 
Wrestling (IFAW), an affiliate of the World Arm Wrestling Federa- 


The Israeli arm-wresiling fraternity is in many ways a microcosm of 
the general picture of sports organisation both in Israel and world- 


Two years ago, the successful Sylvester Stallone film Over The Top 
singlehandedly turned arm-wrestling from a whimsical pastime 
(through which one proved one’s machismo) into a legitimate sport. 
Dozens of organisations claiming to represent the new legitimised 
sport sprouted up all over North America in the film's wake. eventu- 
ally conglomerating into three main movements. 

The differences between them mirrors those between the three 
major boxing authorities. the WBC, WBA, and WBF - that is to sav 
slightly different rule codes, and totally different profit-minded 


Needless to say, both organisations claim to represent the sport 
worldwide, while vehemently pooh-poohing their appositiun's cre- 
dentials. At a press conferernce held in the plush surroundings of the 
Tel Aviv Hilton Hotel two weeks ago, the WAWC's representative 
Alan Jeffry proudly displayed a personal letter from the International 
Olympic Committee, appointing his organisation to intraduce arm- 
wrestling as a demonstration sport at the 1992 Olympic Games. 

The WAWF meanwhile is to hold its annual World Championship 
tournament this vear in Eskilstuna. Sweden for it’s 30-member na- 
tions (including Israel — that is to say the IFAW).

can run on next to no fuel, like a 
finely tuned, frictionless engine. It 
also requires tremendous willpower. 
This is when the Marathoner tran- 
scends physical pain, passes beyond 
sport into spirit. In mountaineering 
terms, he climbs above the clouds 
and the storms to bask inthe rarei- 
fied atmosphere where ordinary 
mortals cannot survive. 

I have attempted the Tiberias 
Marathon twice, because of its rural 
location and because it is open to 
every Tom, Dick and Haim. The 
first time I just wanted to see how 
far I could jog. What could be more 
fun than running around the Kinne- 
fet on a sunny winter's day, I 
thought. I had done what I consid- 
ered to be heavy training (a dozen 
runs of about eight km each along 
the Tel Aviv promenade). 

In the Tiberias run, I thought that 
1 was doing well, until I hit the wall 
at 25km, struggled on to 30 km then 
somehow walked-jogged to the end 
15 minutes before the organizers 
took down the finishing post and

went home. I didn't get through the 
wall. I burrowed under it. 

Last year, with a bit more prac- 
tise, I thought I could make it. As in 
the year before, I hit “The Wall” at 
24 km and at 30 km. I crawled away 
in shame and was picked up by a 
paddy van. I blamed my new shoes. 
I blamed the frantic search for a 
parking space five minutes before 
the race. My only comfort was that 
some far more experienced runners, 
including “3.30s," also dropped out. 
usually from cramps. 

This year I have pianned my train- 
ing differently. I have logged up to 
40km a week for two months, al- 
most the recommended 50. Forti- 
fied on daily Weetabix, Marmite, 
vitamin B and coffee (caffeine is 
legal), 1 knocked off a couple of 23- 
km-runs in under two hours. [ 
climbed Talpiot’s mountains, star- 
tled the gatekeeper at the UN 
hgeadquarters on Armon Hanatziv, 
roared through Kibbutz Ramat Ra- 
hel and terrorized the Arab village 
of Tsur Baher (where some children

The hills kill at first, but soon take 
no more time than the flats. when 
your legs develop suspension. It’s 
quite simple. You run, run, run and 
then run some more, until your, 
pulse steadies at 140-150.

You learn to pace yourself. Ant- 
joggers are dismayed by the first 
three km which are the worst. (apart 
from the 25th-35th km), when your 
lungs are like deflated balloons ach- 
ing to inflate, so you don’t rush 
them. 

Then you develop a stride. Your 
fungs fill like sails, you breeze along. 
With each successive run. the mus- 
cle pains, especially in the lower 
back, are delayed longer. 

Once the final week comes. there 
is not much more to do except to put 
in one long run, and a few gentle 
jogs. and to build up your fuel tanks 
with carbohydrates 48 hours before 
the race.

PARIS — French president Francois 
Mitterrand said that by adopting 
UN resolutions 242 and 338, the 
PLO has implicitly recognized the 
state of Israel “‘under the conditions 
defined by the United Nations”. 
Mitterrand expressed his recogni- 
tion of the rights of the Palestinians 
to live in their own state and called 
for the convening of an international 
peace conference. Interviewed in the 
daily Liberation, Mitterrand said 
yesterday ‘Recognition of a Pales- 
tinian state doesn't constitute a 
question principle for France. 
France has formally taken notice of 
the Algiers proclamation and recog- 
nizes the right of the Palestinians to 
live on a territory constituted into an 
independant state. 

The French president stressed the 
role played by France in bringing 
peace to the region. “The idea of an 
international conference and of a 
preparatory committee constituted 
by the five permanent members of 
the UN is French. We have an active 
diplomacy in all of the Arab worid. 
Israel knows that we are a reliable 
partner every time her right to exis- 
tence is menaced.” 

Speaking of the international 


peace conference, Mitterrand said 
that “peace will not be made in the 
Middle East without either the U-S. 
or the Soviet Union. And 1 think 
that other countries with long and 
solid experience like Great Britain 
and France could contribute useful 
advice.” . 

Asked if the rise of the religious 
parties in Israel could be seen as an 
obstacle to the peace process, Mit- 
terrand said that he would answer 
“cautiously, for I am not about to 
interfere in the electoral choices of 
the people of Israel. As far as one 
goes back in the ages, the history of 
this people cannot be separated 
from its religious faith. What is bap- 
pening in Israel in respect to a reli- 
gious revival should not be confused 
with fundamentalism.” 

Al Fajr editor Hanna Siniora and 
Gaza attomnmey Faez Abu-Rahme 
yesterday wrote 10 Le Monde, ap- 
pealing to Mitterrand to recognize 
the Palestinian state, declared in Al- 
giers. They said that in basing its 
declaration on UN ‘resolution 181 
the PNC had clearly stated its accep- 
tance of Israel.
